To the Senate and H ouse of R epre­ 
sen tativ es:

T h is report, w hich is the outgrow th 
of th e conference of governors last 
M ay, w as unanim ously approved by 
th e recent Joint conference held In th is 
city betw een the n ational conserva­ 
tion 
com m ission 
and 
governors 
of 
states, sta te conservation com m issions 
and conservation com m ittees of great 
org an izatio n s of citizens. 
It is th ere­ 
fore in a p ecu liar sense representative 
of the w hole nation and all its parts. 
W ith the sta te m en ts and conclusions 
of th is report I h eartily concur, and I 
com m end it to the tho u g h tfu l considera­ 
tion b o th of the congress an d of our 
people generally.

ever laid before the A m erican people. 
It c o n ta in s the* first Inventory of its 
n a tu ra l renounces ever m ade by any 
nation. 
In condensed form It presents

m eans o f progress, and calls attention 
to the essen tial conditions upon which

T herefore let us take Im ­ 
m ediate steps to a scertain th e reasons 
and to prep are and adopt a com pre- , 
hensive plan for inland w a terw a y n av * I 
igation th at w td resu lt in giving the 
people the benefits for which they have 
paid, but w hich they have not yet re ­ 
ceived. We know now th a t ou r fo rests 
arc fast disappearing, th at less than 
one-fifth of them are being conserved 
and th a t no good purpose can be m et 
by failing to provide the relatively 
sm all sum s needed for the protection, 
use and Im provem ent of all forests still 
ow ned by th e governm ent and to en act 
law s to check the w astefu l destru ctio n 
of th e forests in p riv ate hands. T h ere 
are differences of opinion as to m any 
public questions, but th e A m erican i*eo- 
ple stan d nearly a s a unit for waiter- j 
i w ay developm ent and for forest pro- 
I tectlon. 
W e know now th at our m ineral re­ 
sources, once exhausted, are gone fo r­ 
ever and th a t the needless w aste of 
them costs us hundreds of hum an lives 
and nearly $300,000,000 a year. There- j 
! fore let us un d ertak e w ithout delay j 
; the investigations necessary before our 
people will be in position through sta te 
action or otherw ise to p ut an end to j 
this huge loss and w aste and conserve I 
! both our m ineral resources and the 
lives of the men who take them from ; 
the earth. 
I desire to m ake g ratefu l acknow l 
odgm ent to the men both in and out o f j 
the governm ent service who have pre­ 
pared the first Inventory of our n a tu ­ 
ral resources. 
They have m ade It pos- ; 
stole for th is nation to take a great j 
Step forw ard. 
T heir work is helping 
us to see th a t I he g reatest questions 
before us ar*- not p artisan questions, j 
l>ut questions upon w hich men of all 
p arties and all shades of opinion may­ 
be united for the comm on good. Among 
such questions, on the m aterial side, > 
tho conservation of natural resources j 
stands first. 
It is th*- bottom round of 
the ladder on our upw ard progress to- : 
w ard a condition in w hich the tuition 
a* a whole and Its citizens as individu­ 
als will set national efficiency and the 
public w elfare before personal profit. 
Industrial Democracy In Danger. 
Tile policy of conservation is |>er- 
hnps the most typical exam ple of tile 
general |H*li< i**s w hich th is governm ent ■ 
lins i.jade p c ullurly its ow n du rin g the 
opening years of th e p resen t century. 
T he function of our governm ent Is to 
Insure to all its citizens now and here­ 
a fte r their rights to life, liberty aud 
th e pursuit of happiness, 
lf we of th is 
generation d estroy the resources from 
w hich our children would otherw ise 
d eriv e their livelihood we reduce the 
capacity of our land to support si popu­ 
lation and so e ith e r degrad*- th** Stand- 
ird of living or deprive the coining 
g enerations of th eir right to life on 
tltis continent. 
If we ullow great in­ 
d u strial organizations to exercise u n ­ 
regulated control of th e m eans of pro­ 
duction and the necessaries of life we 
deprive the A m ericans of today and of 
tin* fu tu re of in d u strial liberty, it rig h t 
no less precious and vital than polit­ 
ical freedom . 
In d u strial liberty w as a 
fru it of political liberty and in tu rn 
has becom e out- of its chief supports, 
and ex actly a s we stand for political 
dem ocracy so we m ust stan d for Indus- 
t rial dem ocracy. 
T he rights to lift- and liberty are 
fundam ental, and, like o th er fu n d a­ 
m ental necessities, w hen once acquired 
they are little dw elt upon. 
Tit*- right 
to th e p ursuit of happiness is the rig h t 
Whose presence or absence is m ost 
likely to be fe lt in daily life. 
in w h a t­ 
ever it ban accom plished or failed to 
accom plish the a d m in istratio n w hich 
is ju st d raw in g to a close has a t least 
seen clearly the fun d am en tal need of 
freedom of o p p o rtunity for every citi­ 
zen. 
W e h iv e realized th a t the right 
of every m an to live his ow n life, pro- 
t Me for his fam ily and endeavor, ac­ 
cording to his abilities, to secure for 
him self aud for them a fa ir share of 
the good things of existence should be 
su b ject to one lim itatlou aud to no 
other. 
T he freedom of the individual 
should l*e lim ited only by the present 
aud future rights, in terests and ueeds 
of the o th er Individuals who m ake up 
the com m unity.

su b ject alw ay s to the need of p re se n t-

I W hen necessary the p rivate right m ust

A dm inistration's Aims Defended.

W ithin recant m onths it has been rec­ 
ognized 
and dem anded 
by 
the people, 
through m any thousand delegates from 
all sta te s assem bled in convention in d if­ 
ferent sections of the country, th a t the 
w aterw ay 
should and m ust be im proved 
prom ptly and effectively as a m eans of 
m aintaining national prosperity. 
The first requisite for w aterw ay im ­ 
provem ent is the control of the w aters In 
such m anner as to reduce floods and reg ­ 
ulate the regim en of the navigable riv­ 
ers.

W ith the rapidly Increas­ 
ing rate of consum ption the supply will 
be exhausted w hile y e t the nation Is in 
its infancy uuless b etter m ethods are 
devised or su b stitu te s are found.

th er investigation Is urgently needed 
In order to Im prove m ethods and to de­ 
velop and apply substitute*. 
it. is of tit** utm ost im portance th a t a 
bureau of m ines u*> established In ae- 
oordance w ith the pending Hill to re 
duce th** loss of life In m ines and th** 
w aste of m ineral resources and to In­ 
vestigate tit** m ethods a tai su b stitu tes 
for prolonging the d uration of our m in­ 
eral supplies.

supplying d a ta to serve as a basis for 
State m ine regulations.

m ent of this bureau will m ean m erely 
the tra n sfe r from o th er b ureaus of

reorganized for these purposes.

W e also especially lira*- on the congress 
of the t'n lted S tates the high desirability 
of m aintaining a national com m ission on 
th# conservation of the resources of the 
country, em pow ered to co-operate w ith 
sta te com m issions to tile end th at evet y 
sovereign com m onw ealth and every sec­ 
tion of the country m ay atta in the high 
degree of prosperity and the sureness of 
perpetuity natu rally arising In the abun­ 
dant resources and th*- vigor. Intelligence 
and patriotism of our people. 
lu this recom m endation I m ost h e art­ 
ily concur, aud I urge that an appro­ 
priation of at least $50,000 Im* m ade to

000 and co ntributed 05 per cent of the 
total freig h t traffic of tilt* country. 
Tile waste In the ex tractio n and tre a t­ 
m ent of m ineral products d uring the 
sam e y ear w cs equivalent to mort* 
than $300,000,000, 
T he av ailab le and 
easily accessible supplies o f coal In th e 
United S ta te s aggregate approxim ately 
1.100.000.0<Kl,OOO tons. 
A t the* p resen t 
Increasing rat** of production tills sup­ 
ply will be so depleted as to approach 
ex haustion before the m iddle of tho 
next (ontury. 
T he high grade iron 
ores (th e only Iron t res available for 
us*- under existing conditions) cannot 
lie expected to last beyond th e m iddle 
of the present century. 
Til** sam e is 
tru e of the petroleum supply. 
T h e sup­ 
ply of stone, clay, cem ent, lime, san d 
and salt is am ple, w hile the stock o f 
th e precious m etals aud of copper, 
load. zinc, sulphur, asphalt, graphite, 
q u ick silv er, m ica and th e ran* m etals 
can n o t well be estim ated, but Is clear­ 
ly exhaustible w ith in one to th ree cen­ 
tu ries unless unexpected deposits are 
found.

or an average of $1,000,000 a day. could 
be prevented if the precautions taken 
iii E urope wen* adopted here. 
Speaking of Hie n ation’s cultivable 
area, the report declares th a t there has 
been si slight increase iu the average 
yield of o u r great stap le farm prod 
nets, but neither the Increase In acre­ 
age nor th e yield per acre has kept 
pace w ith our increase in population.

Th** present public land law s as a 
whole do not en bang?* the best inter 
♦>st* of Hie people. 
T itle to the surface 
of th e rem aining nonm ineral public 
lands should Im* g ran ted only to se tu at 
hom e m akers. 
Next to our need of food and w ater 
com es our ne«*d o f tim ber, declares the 
report. 
T he pee aer ra tio n by us** under 
tho m ethods of prat ileal forestry of 
ail public fo rest lands eith er In sta te 
or federal ow nership is essential to 
th e p erm anent public w elfare. Effec­ 
tive and Im m ediate co-operation by pri 
vale enterprise, stu te ow-nership and 
federal ow nership is needed lf the pub­ 
lic Interest Is to be subserved. By re a ­ 
sonable t Drift w e can produce a con­ 
sta n t tim b e r supply beyond our present 
need and w ith it conserve the u sefu l­ 
ness of our stream s for Irrigation, w a­ 
te r supply, navigation and pow er. 
O f the 70,000,> sh ukM US kl cubic feet 
of w a ter annually tlow-i-ig Into tile sea 
less than I i* r cent is restrain ed and 
utilized for m unicipality and com m a 
nlty supply: less than 2 per cent tor 
som e IO per cent of th a t in the arid 
and sem iarid regions* Is used for irri­ 
gation; perhaps 5 per cent is used for 
navigation and less Hi an 5 per cent for 
power. 
T he fresh ets nre attended by d** 
•tra c tiv e soil erosion. 
T he soli m atter 
annually carried into low er rivers aud 
harbors or into the sea is com puted a t 
780.000.000 tous. Soil w ash reduces by 
IO to 20 per cent the productivity of 
upland farm s and increases channel 
cu ttin g and bar building In th e rivers, 
The annual 1<»* to th e farm s aloue Is 
$500,000,000, aud large losses* follow 
the fouling of the w aters aud the d i­ 
m inished navigation of the stream s. 
Broad plaus should be adopted pro­ 
viding for a system of w aterw ay im 
provem eut extending to all uses of the 
w aters and benefits to be derived from 
th eir control. 
U nder the heading “N ational 
Effi­ 
ciency” the report says: 
‘ Since the g reatest of our national 
assets is the health and vigor of the 
A m erican people, our efficiency m ust 
depeud on national vitality even more 
th an ou the resources o f the m inerals, 
lands, forests and w aters. 
“O ur annual m ortality from tuber­ 
culosis 
is 
about 
150,000, 
Stopping 
th ree-fo u rth s of the loss of lift* from 
th is cause mid from typhoid aud other 
prevalent 
and 
preventable 
diseases 
would increase our average length of 
life over fifteen years. 
“ If we count the v alo r of each life 
los* at only $1,700 and reckon the a v er­ 
age earning lust by illness as $700 per 
y ear for grow n men. w e find th at the 
economic gain from m itigation - 
»*- 
re n ta b le disease in th e U nited sta te s 
would exceed $1,500,000,000 ii yenr. 
In 
addition, we would decrease suffering 
and increase happiness and co n ten t­ 
m ent am ong th e people.”
